But Richard the kyng, who was nowe come to 
Salilbury and had gotten perkight knowledge 
that all theſe parties fought to fie the realme, with 
all dyligence and haſt that might bee, lent to all 
ß pozte tounes theraboute to make {ure ſteye that 
none of theim might pafle vntaken, and made po 
clamacion dᷣ wholoeuer would bꝛyng hym know⸗ 
ledge where the duke of Buckynghm were to bee 
had, ſhould haue for his rewarde, if he were a bõ⸗ 
deman, his fredome, and ik he were fre, his pardon 
and belydes that, a thouſand pounde of moneye.

While Henry there 
abode he gaue commaundement⸗ that no manne 
A land bekoꝛe p comyng of theother Hippes. 
And in the meane tyme that he wayted for theim, 
he ſent a litle bote with a fewe in it a lãd to kbnowe 
what thet were that ſtoode on the More, his kredes 
62 enemies. To whoin thole ſouldyours beeyng 
before taught what thet Mould late, aunſwered 
that thet were the krendes of Henry and were ap⸗ 
opnted by ÿ duke of Buckynghm̃ there to ab ide 
is commyng and to conducte hym to thole caſtel⸗ 
les and holdes where his tentes, pauylyons and 
artillary fo2 the warre late, and where remapned 
fo, hym a greate power that entended nowe with 
all ſpede to fet bpon kyng Rychard while he was 
notve fled fo2 keare and cleane without pꝛouilion, 
and therfore befought hym to come alande. 
Henry luſpectyng this to bee but fraude, after

lent mellengers vnto Charles the Frenche kynge 


the ſonne ot Lewes that a lytle befoze departed, de 


ſechyng hym ok lybertee and lycence to paffe tho⸗ 
tough Moꝛmãdy into Bꝛytayn. The poung kyng 
Chatles beeyng ſoꝛy for his foꝛtune, was not ou⸗ 


lye ready and well pleated to graunt his paffage, 


but alſo {ent hym monepe to helpe bpm kooꝛthe in 
his iourneye. But Henry before that he knewe the 
kynges myndel not doubtyng of his great huma⸗ 
nytee and gentlenes bad (ent awaye his ſhippes 


towardes Bzitayne and had (et hym ſelke fozwar⸗ 


des in his iourneve, but made no greate hatte tyll 
khe meſſengers retourned, whiche greate gentle⸗ 
nes when he receaued from the kyng, reioyled hig 


harte and with a luſtye ſtomacke and good hope 


{ct koꝛwarde into Bꝛytayne, there to take Ferther 
counfaple of his affapꝛes. 
And when he was in Bꝛytayn, he receaued krõ 
his krendes out of Englande knowledge that the 
duke of Buckyngham was behedded, andthat the 
Marquss of Doꝛceſtre with a greate nombꝛe of p 
noble men ol Englande had bene there a lytle be⸗ 


koꝛe to ſeke hym, and that they wer now in Uenett 


à cytie in Bꝛytayne. The whiche thynges beynge 
knowen to the erle, he on the one parte did greate⸗ 
ly lament the death and cuel chaunce of his chtefe 
and pꝛincypall krende, but yet on the other parte 
be greatlye reiopſed in that he had fo many ano- 


ble menne to take his parte in the battayll. And 


therkoꝛe conceauynge a good hope and opinton 
a Mm tit that 
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was called a deſpꝛed bpal the loꝛdes a nobilitet of

that his purpoſe ſhoulde well krame and come ko 


‘patie, determyned with hym lelke with all expedy⸗ 


cion to let koozthwarde, and therupon wente to a 
place in Bꝛytapn called Rhedon, and froin thence

that they Mould come vnto hym. Chen when they 
hearde that Henrpe was lale returned into Bꝛy⸗ 
tapne reiopled not a lytle, foꝛ thei had thought he 
had landed in Englande, and fo fallen into the 
handes of kyng Richarde, and they made not a 
lytle bate tyll they wer come bute hym. The whi⸗ 
che when they met, after great iope and gladneſle 
al well of their parte as of his, they began to talke 
ok their pꝛepenled matters, and nowe was Chꝛiſt⸗ 
malle come, on the whiche daye they altogetheral⸗ 
lembled in the churche and there ſware fapth and 
truthe one to another. And Henrp lware kirſt, pꝛo⸗

he had already bene kyng, and lo krom that tyme 
kooꝛthe dyd take hym, pꝛomyſpng hym that thet

theim. When this was dooen, Henry declared all 
thele thynges to the duke of Butayne, pꝛaiynge it 
delpꝛyng bpm nowe of helpe, and that he woulde

that he might nowe recouer his right and enheri⸗

gaynſt the kyng, the whiche commaundemet was 
accomplyſhed. And by the authozpte of thefame 
perliament, a peace was concluded with the Scot. 
tes, whiche a lytle before had lKyꝛmyſhed with the 
boaderers, Which thyng bꝛought to paſſe, ß kyng 
fuppofed all conſpiracye to bee clene auopded, fo2 
almuche as the duke with other of his compaig⸗ 
nie were put to death, and alſo certen other ban⸗ 
nyſhed.

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there beyng with bym, yk he woulde after the re⸗ 
ceyte of the ambaſſadoures put theim in pꝛyſone. 
The Amballadoures beynge departed and come 
where the duke laye could not haue communica⸗ 
clon with hym, koꝛ almuch as by extreme licknelle 
his wyttes were keble and weake. Wher koze one

pꝛegnaunte wytte and of greate authozitee,tooke 
this matter in hand. Foz whiche caule he was af:

But (ache was the 
good foꝛtune of Englande, that this craftpe com: 
pacte tooke no place, foꝛ whyle the letters and met 


ſengers ranne betwene Peter and kyng Richard, 
John Biſhoppe of Elp beinge then in Flaundꝛes

pole. Wherupon with all (pede the laped byſhop 
cauled the laied pꝛeeſt the lame daye to cary know 
ledge therok mto Bꝛitayn to Benty erle of Riche⸗ 
mounte willing hym with all the other noble men 
to dyſpatche theim lelues w all pollible hatte into 
Fraunce, Henry was then in Ueneti whe he heard 
of this fraud. without tariaunce ſent Chziſtopher 
vnto Charles the Frenche kyng delring lycence 
that Henry with the other noble men myght fate: 
ly come into Fraunce, the which thing being ſone 
obteigned, the mellenger retourned with (pede to 
his loʒde and Pzince.

Then the eatrle Henry letting all his buſineſſe 
in as good ſtape ⁊ oꝛdꝛe as he mighte, talked lytle 
and made fewe a counſail hero, forthe moze er⸗ 
pedicpon hereol he cauled therle ol Denbaucke le 
cretly to cauſe ali the noble men to take their hoꝛ⸗ 
{es diſſembling to ride vnto the duke of Bactain, 
but when thep came to the vttermoſt partes ther⸗ 
ot, they Mould foꝛſake the wave that led theim to⸗ 
ward the duke, and to make into Fraunce with all 
that euer they might. Then they dooing in euery 
thing as they were biddẽ loſte no tyme but ſo ſped 
theim that ſhoꝛtely they obteygned and gate into 
the coũtie ot᷑ Angeou. Henry then within. ii. dayes 
kolowyng, being then ſtyll at Geneti tooke. iii. oz

But it happened contrary to they exſpectacyon |= 
koꝛ the duke of Butame taking the matter ſo vn⸗ 0 
kyndely that Henry ſhould bee fo bled with hym 9 
that foꝛ keare he ſhoulde bee compelled to flee his i 
lande, was not a lytle vered with Peter, to whom i

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and ceafte that had been wrought by hym) pet he 
layed the whole faute in hym, and therfore called 
vnto hym Edward Popntngesa Coward Wood 
vile, deliuering vnto theim the kozeſayde monye ß 
Henrye before had deſyzed the Duke to lende hym 
towarde the charge of bis iourney, and commaun 
ded theim to conuey and conducte all the English 
menne his ſeruauntes vnto hym paying theyꝛ ex⸗ 
penſes, and to deliuer the ſayde ſome of monye vn 
to the earle. When the earle ſawe his menne come 
and bearde this comfortable newes, he not a lytle 
reioyſed, deliring the meſſengers that returned to 
ſhewe vnto the duke, that he truſted ere long time 
to ſhewe him ſelke not to bee vnthankekul fo2 this 
greate kyndnelle that he nowe ſhewed vnto hym. 
And within kewe dapes after the earle went vnto 
Charles the French kyng, to whome after he had

continuall battatl with hym in defending of Ben

And ſo to come to our purpole agapn,kpng Ri⸗ 

chard thoꝛough the aloꝛeſaide tydynges, beganne 
to bee moze careleſſe and recheleſſe, as who ſaye, he 
had no power to withſtand the deſteny that honge 
ouer his hedde. Suche is the pꝛouydent tuſtyce of 
God, that a manne dooeth leſte knowe, pꝛouyde c 
beware when the vengeaunce of God is euen at 
hande fo2 his oflences. And to go koꝛth, at p tyme 
when Henry the earle of Wichemounte remayned 
in Fraunce entretyng and ſuyng fo2 ayde a helpe 
ok the Frenche men, many of the chieke noble men, 
which had the realme in gouernaunce (becauſe of 
the poung age ol Charles the kyng) kel ſomewhat 
at diſſencion, of the whiche variaunce, Lewes the 
ownce of Dalpaunce was the chieke and hedde, 
whiche becaule he had maryed Johanne the kyn⸗ 
ges ſyſter looked to haue bene chieke gouernoure 
ok all the realme.

The whiche thyng when; erle 
and other of the Engliſhe loꝛdes heard of, thet wer 
foze aſtonned æ amaled , with all (pede purcha⸗ 
fed of Charles the kyng a lycence and commaun⸗ 
dement that the Marques might by ſteyed wher⸗ 
ſoeuer he wer found win the dominion of Fratice 
chiefly fo2 that he was ſecrete of their councel and 
knewe all there purpoſe.

And fo letting forward came to Roan, and 
whyie he taryed there and prepared ſhippyng atp 
hauen of Seyne, tydynges cam to hym p kyng nt 
chardes wyfe was deade, 4 purpoled to mary with 
the lady Elyſabeth, kyng Edwardes eldeſt Dough 
ter being his nice, a that he had maried Cycile her 
ſyſter to a mannes fonne of the lade far vnderneth 
her degre. At the whiche thpng, Henry was ſoꝛe a⸗ 
maſed and troubled, thynkyng that by this mea⸗ 
nes al his purpoſe was daſhed, koz that there was 
no other waye foꝛ hym to come to the kyngdome 
but only by the marpage of one of kyng Edwar⸗ 
des doughters.

that was woꝛthy to bee marked, whiche was that 
Henry, althoughe he was a manne of noble cou⸗ 
rage and allo his companpe dyd dailpe encreale, 
pet foꝛ all that he ſtosde in great keare becaule he 
was vncertapne of Thomas Standly whiche as 
Itelled pou before , fo the feare of puttynge his 
ſoonne to deathe, inclyned as yet vnto no parte, 
that the matter was not fo fléder ol kyng Richard 
as repoꝛte was made to hym of his krendes. 
Wherkoꝛe, as all afrayde withoute a cauſe,

Ind when the 
pꝛeeſt heard of this, he intendyng therby to bꝛing 
his matters aboute, chaunged the chyldes name 
and called hym Edwarde, akter the pounce Earle 
‘of Warwpke, the whiche were boothe of one age, 
and then layled into Jrelande, there opening his 
imynde to certain of the nobilitee, whome he new 
to beare but lytle kauoure to Ryng Henry, where 
he was prompled ayde of the Loide Gerardine 
chauncellour of all that countree, and all that he 
coulde dooe. Whyche Lorde, kyzſt callyng all hys 
krendes and louers together, delyzed their helpe 
in reſtoꝛyng the pong Earle to his herytage. And 
dyd lende certain into Englande to delice theym 
that were kynge Nychardes krendes to continue 
in their loue and kaythkulnes towardes hym, and 
belpe bps nephtewes chylde to his ryghte. | 
And that hys power myghte bee the ſtronger 
to ouercome bys enempes, he delyꝛed Lady Mar 
garete ſyſter to kynge Edwarde, and wyke to the 
Duke ok Burgondp, to kurther anne,

pꝛomiled him by the meſſaungers, that he would 
not onely maintaine his entente with large mony

When kynge Henrpe was certified. of thys, 
he was ſoꝛe greued, that by the meanes of luche 
à mylcreaunte perſonne, ſo great ſedicion ſhould 
bee, neuerthelelle, the kynge conlideringe that it 
ſhoulde bee to the deſtruccion of manpe menne, 
pk that he ſhoulde kyghte with his enemies in o⸗

on agaynſt hym. Further moze, that men ſhoulde 
not thyncke, but that the Duke ol Clarence was

So that pt᷑ their dooynges had good ſucceſſe 
that then the foꝛeſayde Lambarte (miſnamed the 
Earle )ſhouide by the conlente of the counſaple be 
depoled, and the true Earle to bee delpuered oute 
ol paplon and enherite his right, and iuſte tytle of 
his dominion.

Che erle of Lpncolne in the meane ſeaſon went 
forth loktely with his compaiguie into Porkelhire 
without hurte oz diſcommoditie of any maue that 
dwelt therabout, truſtyng partely therby ,aptclp — 
alſo bycaule he was well knowen and aequainted 
emong theim, that he ſhould get greate ayde and 
locour there. But when he percetued very few oꝛ 
none to kolome hym, and that he could not ( leyng 
vis enemies were lo nigh hand aud he alſo ſo lac 
entred in lakegard with his bolle returne bacward 
pet he thought it belt to abyde z taſte the chaunce 
of battaill, aud ſo muche ö rather becaule he lawe 
Henry within twoo pereg bekoꝛe accompaignied 
but with s fewe and finall forte of ſouidiers ouer⸗ 
come kyng Richard whiche bzought with hym a 
greate hoſte of well armed menne. Wherkoꝛe he. 
beeyng now in a greate hope of victor .toke his 
lorney thens towarde Mewarke, there to lette his 
ſouldyours in araye and mete the kyng, whom he 
znew well inough not to bee paſte.ii dayes toꝛnep 
from hym. But before he could come thither Kung 
Hery whiche was lurely certified of all thynges p 
he did oꝛ wet about, came to Newarke alitle befoze 
the euen that thei ſhould fight on p moꝛowe other 
wyle then the erle loked koꝛ, and there tariyng not 
long, went forth thꝛee myles kerther and lette his 
tentes and taryed all night. Ok whole commyng 
although therle knewe; vet he went fooꝛth luſtely 
of hig tourney. and came that night to a village 
nigh to his enemies, which iS Halle mene and 
eie 1 his tente. none

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The next date, the kyng fo lone as he had lette 
his ſouldyours in due oꝛdze and araye, went for: 


warde W all ſpede to the place where the erie with 
all his laye. To the whiche place, when he was 
come, had appointed the kelde, which was moſte 
inefe ko the battatll to bee fought in by r by gaue 
place fog his enemies to come kooꝛth and piouo⸗ 
Bed therm to battaul. But as ready as he was to 
pꝛouloke, fo readie wer thei of their owne courage 
to come kooʒth: ſo that of bothe parties thet ranne 
ko battaill and fought moſte egerlp, in whiche tõ⸗ 
llicte it did cuidentip appere that the Germaineg 
Whiche were fette in the koꝛewarde, whole capitain 
Was, Martme  warte, were nothyng woorle in 
manlyneſſe and cheualry (which thet gotte chielly 
by daily and long exerciſe) then the Engliſhemen. 
And the Jreſhmen although thet kought verie lu⸗ 
ſtely, pet by the reaſon that thet ware not harnes 
(accoꝛdyng to their faſchiõ and cuſtome) were dil⸗ 
comkeited and beate downe bothe moe in nöbꝛe, 
and foner then all the other Pet was this battaill 
ſo earneſtlie, a boldly fought fora whyle ok bothe 
parties, that it could not bee wel dilcerned to whi⸗ 
che ſyde the victoꝛie would incline. But at thelatt, 
the kynges kozewarde which there abode all ieo⸗ 
perdie, ſo luſtelp ¢ couragiouſly ranne bpon their 
enemies, b they were none hable to reliſt op abyde 
their power:ſo b all aſwell Germaines as Irish 
men were there llain oꝛels made to fie, of § whiche 
none at ali could eſcape awaie Whiche battaill, 
whe it was thus dooen, all mene might le of what 
boldnes a audacitte theſe rebellidg were. Foz their 
capttaines Jhon erle of LUincolne, Fräcis Louell 
ie a? Pp tt Thomas 
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Thomas Bꝛoghtö, Martine S wart, ¢ Thomas 
Gerardine neuer gaue backe one koote but were 
flaine all in the ſame place where thet began firſt 
to kight There were kylled at that vattaill with 
their flue capitaines {poken of euen now of that 
partie about koute thouland. Ok the kynges part 
there were not halle of theim w hiche kought! in ß 
fozewarde fain. 

The was Lambert, the child whiche was kallly 
repozted to bee the Dukes ſoonne of Claréce, and 
his maiſter ſir Richard Simond pzeeſt, both ta⸗ 
ken, but neither ok theim putte to death, becaufle 
Lambert was yet but a child and did leme to dode 
that, moꝛe by compulſion of his maiſter thé of his 
owne will, and the other was a pꝛeeſt whiche fo2 
hig defaulte was caſt into perpetuall pꝛiſone. But 
this Lambert was taken into the Rynges kechin 

and after was made one of the kynges käukeners 
and is pet a lyue. And thus was all ? Margarete 
went about at this tyme, turned to naught and to 
none eflecte, whiche thyng whe ſhe heard teil of in 
Flaũders, ſhe was verie lop at the hearte à made 
greate mone. And pet could ſhe not bee contet, but 
immediatelp after, inuẽted an other thyng to vere

yng Henry when he had all thynges brought 
thus to paſſe, and vtteriy vanquiſſhed thele his 
enemies, thought hymſelt at one tyme deliuered 
from twoo etuils together, that is to fate, from 


bothe feare that was pzelent and allo that was to 


come. Foz it was not to bee thought 6 thet whiche 
were lo kewe in nombꝛe durſte bee lo bold to ave 
| nto 
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into the realme and make battaile againg ß kyng 
whom they knewe wel pnough would bayng with 
hym a great and weil armed hooſte, but that they 
had other kelowes of thelame coniuracion whiche 
would mete and ayde them all that they could in 
tyme and place conuenient. Therekoze when the 
kyng fawe (he hoſte of his enemies manifeltlp bes 
koze his epes, he commaunded that no mã ſhoulde 
byll the earle of Lincolne, but that he ſhould bee 
brought to hym alpuc.to the entent that he might 
ſhewe and bewꝛape all the other whiche were of ß 
conſpiracie. But that the lowdyers would not do, 
leaſt the lauyng of hym, ſhould bee the deſtrucciõ 
(as it Mould haue been in dede ) ol manp other. 
This battaple was fought in the peare of oure 
Loꝛde a thouſande foure hundzeth, koure ſcoꝛe, € 
the lecõde pere of this Herpes reigne. In p whiche 
pere allo Thomas Burſcher archebyſhop of Cã⸗ 
terbutye died, into whole roume lucceded John 
Morton late biſhop of Ely, whome Alexander of 
that name the lixte biſhop of Rome made Cardi⸗ 
nall. Now to retourne to my purpole. 

Atkter this, the kyng, when he had gathered al 
the pꝛayes aud (poples together, and had buryed 
theim that there wer fain, went forth to Lincolne 
and there taryed three dayes, and had euerye date 
one pꝛoceſſion to thanke God almightie that he 
had the ouerhande of his enemies. And inconty⸗ 
nently ſent his banner to Wallyngham to be con 
ſecrate to our Lady, there to bee kepte foꝛ a perpe⸗ 
tuall monument of victozie. Then did he execuciõ 
ok luche rebellions as were there taken, a ſhoꝛtely 


alter tooke his ioznepe kooꝛth to poꝛke, and there 
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likewyſe ſuche as were kounde gyltye dyd he pu⸗ 
nyſhe fivaygbtipe. When all this was doden, 
he wente vnto Meweaſtle, and frome thence lente 

into Stotlande Brcharde Foxe whiche not longe 
before was made biſhop of Exeter, and Kichards 
cdgecombe knight as Amballadoures to künge, 
James foꝛ a league of peace. Foz this Heutye 
thought it a great plealure and cõmoditee, to bee 
in peace and concoꝛzde with binges & gouernours 
whiche laye aboute this his realme, and ſpecially 
and before all other with kyng James, becauſe p 
there no rebellions might truſt (whiche otherwile 
perchaunce woulde haue truſted) to haue apde oz 
fuccoure at his hande:ſo that thereby there durſte 
none againe take weapon agatuſt hym. The am⸗ 
baſladoureg, when they wer tome into Scotland 
to the kyng, were of hym both gently and after 
the moſte iouing kaſhion recetucd and heard, and 
then dyd he plainlye declare and open to theim ß 
he hym ſelke loued kyng Henrye and his, uo man 
betler:but that p moſte parte of his Scottes and 
ſubiectes could in no cafe agree with the Engliſh 
menne. Wherkoꝛe, excepte that he ſhould offend oz 
dyſpleaſe theim, he dellred p legates to bee contẽt 
with truce koꝛ. vit. peres in promeffe, but in dede, 

he layed, that peace betwene theim on his parte 
ſhoulde neuer bee bꝛoken, and oz euer thole teuen 
peres ſhould bee paſſed, that he would geue truce 
foꝛ ſeuen peres lenger:ſo that kyng Henry and he 
would euer bee in peace and moſte aſlured amptie 

And this did kyng James, becauſe he knewe that 

no facte ot his people, ſhoulde bee alowed. When 
the Ainbaſſadoures hearde this, they tocke — 
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peres that were oſtered theim, as concernynge 
peace, and bp and by retourned home to kyng He⸗ 
ry againe, and ſhewed hym all the mattier in oꝛ⸗ 
dꝛe. With the whiche tydynges he was veraye 
well contented. 
Shoꝛtely after, the kyng departed thence to⸗ 
warde London, and in the wape at Leicetre mette 
hym Abaſſadoures from the Frenche kyng which 
ſhewed hym, that their kyng Charles had recoue⸗ 
red many tounes and cyties, whiche before were 
poſſeſled of kyng Maxunilian, and that he kepte 
battaple nowe with Fraunces the duke of Bꝛp⸗ 
tayne, becauſe he kepte and ſocoured in his domi⸗ 
nion certaine that were traptours and rebellions 
againſt hym, ol che whiche the chiek was Lewes 
duze ol Dalpance, and therfore he deſyꝛed hym o€ 
bis krendſhip = kamiliaritie, that either he would 
helpe hym ozelics medle ol neyther partie. But 
kpnge Henrpe, althoughe he had kounde muche 
frendſhip at the Frenche kynges hande, vet koꝛ as 
muche as he (pyed whereof this ſtryke beganne, 
with this meſlage was not well contente. Foꝛ the 
càuſe that the Frenchemenne tooke battaple, wag 
becauſe they ſawe that the Duke was an olde 
manne and had neuer a chylde, and thereby that 
they mpabte bꝛynge that Dukedome into their 
ſubieccton : 135 rr 
When kyng Benepe perceitied this, and allo 
howe louyng the Bꝛzytaynes had been euer to 
Englande, and finally remembzed the tende loue 
which was betwene the duke and hym, thought it 
beſt, ik nede wer, to helpꝛ the Bzitaynes, pet koꝛ as 
aM ae e eee ee et PU muche

muche as he had founde the Frenche kyng beray 
kynde in tymes paſt, and had partely by his helpe 
recouered his kyngdome, he was veraye lothe to 
medle: in fo muche that he coulde not well tell 
what was belt in this mattier to bee Dooen. But 
at the latte he fully purpoled, ik necellitie ſhoulde 
require, to helpe the duke in all that hemight. 
Pet, leaſt he ſhould make of his highe krende bys 
extreme enemie, his aunſwere was to the ambal⸗ 
ſadoures, that he did intende to make their kyng 
and the duke frendes again. Wherkoꝛe aſſone as 
the Frenche kynges ambaſladoures were dimil⸗ 
led, he ſent on meſſage Chꝛiſtopher Urlwycke to 
Charles the kynge of Fraunce. Firſte to certifpe . 
hym, that he was veraye glad of the victoꝛye that 
he had vpon Maximilian, ſecondarely what tu⸗ 
multe and inlurreccion was made here in Englãad 
thyꝛdly and eſpecially to deſpze hym to bee at one 
againe with the Duke of Biptapne. And then he 
commaunded this Urlwycke, that ik the kyng of 
Fraunce ſhoulde bee lo contente, to go koozthe im⸗ 
mediatlye to the Duke, and delprehym lykewyle 
of thelame. e 8 
But when the kyng was come againe to Lon⸗ 
don, there was ioye and myꝛthe koz the victoꝛveß 
he had on euery ſyde. Foz not onely the kyng, but 
allo euerpe one of his cytezyns reioyſed verape 
muche. Wherkoꝛe the kyng ſhewed hym lelke both 
berape humane and courteous toward all menne, 
and alſo rewarded all theim that tooke paynes in 
that battaile moſte bountefully. And not long ak⸗ 
ter delyuered Loꝛd Thomas Marques out ofthe . 
kohre, and loued hym berave well. i 


— 
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In the meane lealon Chziſtoker Uzlwicke was 
come to the ftenche yng, & of bym,atter the moit 
louing falſion 5 coulde bee, receiued. And as lone 
as he had chewed his meſlage p kyng ſhewed hin 
elfe to bee therew veray well plealed. Then went 
5 amballadour ſtreight thence, as it was cõmaun 


ded hym, into Bꝛitain, and ſhewed the duke what 


kyng Henry would haue Dooen. But the duke (o e⸗ 
caule bpm lelt had been ſicke a great while, a ther 
by his memoꝛy & wit was decaied) called to hym to 
heare the meflage bothe Lewes the duke of Ozle⸗ 
aunce and other of his councell, whiche Lewes in 
no tuple woulde haue any peace to bee made, but 
fated that it was moze mete that kyng Henrye (le⸗ 
ing he had kounde luche kyndneſſe at the Dukes 
bande, and Britaine was luche a good defence to 
England) to helpe to kepe battayle all p he might 
againſt the frenchinen. Then retourned this Chi 
{tofer againe into Fraunce, ⁊ declared to the king 
Charles what auntwer was made of ß Britains, 
and ſhoꝛtely after caine into Englande againe. 
But ſtill in the meane tune, d Frenche kyng went 
aboute bufely to ouercome the Bꝛytains, and the 
moze he was nigh of his purpole, fo much ß moze 
did he exhoꝛzte d deſire kyng Henry to make peace 
betwene theim, wherkoze he (et Bernarde Daube⸗ 
ney knighte in all the hatte to kyng Henrye to de⸗ 
fire hym in any wile to make ſome ende of this cis 
trauerſy. And therupon the kyng being delirous 
of the ſame, choſe thre oꝛatourg, ö Abbot of Abin⸗ 
don, John Lilie the biſhop of Romes collectoure 
and Richard Conthal a knight and a veray wile 
man, to gooe firtte to the Frenche kyng, and then

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Co the duke to make amitec and krendſhyp agatne 
bet wene theim. But oꝛ euer theſe ambaſſadoures 


pꝛoceded on their iourney, John Ltipe fell ſicke ok

Urlwycke, and they together wente (as they were 
cõmaunded) Firſte into Fraunce to the kyng and 
thence withoute delaye into Battain. But Fraun⸗ 
ces the duke in no cafe would take ſuche condicy⸗ 
ons as wer there offered, wherkoze they came back 
a gaine into Fraunce without tzeir purpoſe, and 
there tarteng, ſignified to kyng Henry by their let 
ters all that was dooen. But oꝛ their letters came 
to the kynges handes, Edward Wooduilez a bold 
Champion came to hym a delired veraye earneſt⸗ 
ly that he myght haue an hot of men to helpe the 
Bzitains and leaſte it Hould cauſe any diſſencion 
betwene the Frenche kyng and hym, he fated that 
he would gooe pꝛiuely and without a palpoꝛte, to 
thentent it might bee thought chat he ſtole out ol 
the land. But the kyng koꝛ as much as he truſted 
that peace ſhoulde bee made, woulde in no wyle 
graunt his peticion. Wherkoze this Edward wet 
ſtreight into the ylle Aeches, which was in his do 
minacion, æ there ſo fone as he had gathered his 
menne together about koure. C, lapled ouer to the 
Biltaines, c ioyned hym lelfe with theun againſt 
the Frenchmẽ, whiche thing when it was knuowen 
in Fraunce, made d ambaſladours greatly afraid 
of their liues. But whiles they were in this feare; 
and the Frẽchemen thought it dooen maliciouſly 
ort pug Henry, there came other Amballadours 
frome hym to the Frenche kyng, cectifieng hym a 
declaring(by moſt euident tokes) that it was no⸗ 
N thing 
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thing in dede as it was thought to haue been. To 
the which mellage, albeit ö byng had lytle credece 
pet he made as thoughe he had not bene angry at | & 
all. So ß Amballadours renewed peace betwene | a 
their king a hym koz. ii. monethes and retourned 1 
home again, ſhewed the kyng all uch thinges b i 
they had either hearde oꝛ {ene there, wherof be ga⸗ 
thered that ö Frenchinen did nothing lefle entend 
then to haue peace made. Wherkoze without de⸗ | 
lay he called a parliament ¢ there confulted of the i 
di dyng of the Bꝛytains: then of the exfpence that : 
ſhould bee therin made, r after ot other mattiers. i! 
And allonc as the parliament was bꝛoken vp, 
he tauled muſters to bee taken in euery toune tho 0 
rowoute his realme. pet leaſte peraduenture he 
might ſeme willingly to byeake the auntee whiche 0 
was betwene the Frenche kyng and hym, he ſent 
Ambaladours into Fraunce to certifpe the kyng 
that ot late he had kepte a parliament, and there p 
it pleaſed all the nobles that he ſhould lende helpe 
to p Bʒitains, becauſe they at all times had dooen 
moze benefites to Englande then all other naciõs 
and therfore that he ſhould either leaue of battatl 
oꝛelles that he ſhoulde not bee greued it he dyd o⸗ 
bey p mindes of his Loꝛdes and pꝛelates, and pet — 
that he woulde pꝛomiſe hym this one thing, ö his 1

Whiche thing when kyng Henry heard tell ok, he 
thinking it tyme to make hatte, ſente ſpedely Ro⸗ 
berte Brooke Lorde, John Cheinpe, John Mi⸗ 
delton, Kauke of Helton, Kicharde Corbet, Tho⸗ 
mas Leightõ, Richard Lacon, àx Edmond Coꝛne-⸗ 
well, all luſtye capitaines with. viii. thouſand wel 
armed men to ß Bꝛptains to helpe theim in they: 
nede, whiche by reaſon p wind ſerued theim, came 
thither lo lone as they could delice. But when the J 
Frenche menne kuewe of their comming (whome 
they knewe lo longe as they were kreſhe and luſty 
to bee in a maner inuincible) at kirſte wer blanke 
all, and durſte ſcarſely looke oute ok their tentes, 
but akterwarde truſting ö they might wery theim 
they went many ok theim together into diuers pla 
ces, and kepte many bikeringes with the Engliſh

meime, but they theim lelkes euer bare the woͤzſte 
away,. howlocuer the Engliſhmen ſped, they (ped 
Haught. Whiles they this kynde of warre did er⸗ 
erciſe, the Duke Fraunces died, and then was all 
daſſhed. Foꝛ the chyete rulers of the Bꝛptains be⸗ 
ing fome ok theim coꝛrupted with money, x lome 
ſturred vp with ambicpon, fell into deuiſpon a⸗

Then Charles the French kyng marted Anne 
the Dukes doughter, and gat al Bꝛit ayn by that 
meanes into bys hãdes. But of this it ſhalbe ſpo 
ken moze here after.

It was decreed here in Englande before there 
were anp (ouldyours lent into Bꝛytayne, that foz 
the erpence of that warre, euerp man ſhould pape 
as thei were hable, a tribute, whyche the mooſte 
parte of theim that dwelte in the byſhopzpke of 
Duthã and poꝛke ſhyꝛe. dyd vtterly rekule to pap, 
and complayned ok the matter to their Lorde the 
Carle of Mozthumberland. And he immediately 
ſignikied to the kyng by his letters that the peo⸗ 
ple dyd greatly lament and was ſoꝛy ſaiyng, that 
thet were neuer put to fo muche coaſt, as thet had 


been ok late dayes, x nowe that ther was ſo much 


requyꝛed of theim, that neither thet were hable to 


pap fo great a ſumme, noꝛ would pap it.pet foꝛ al 


that the kyng cõmaunded the Erle to get it on thẽ 
and make theim pay it whether thet would oꝛ not 
leaſt peraduenture it myght be a caule, that pt᷑ at 
any time a tribute agapne Mould bee required of 
thé,to make an inlurreccton. Which thyng when 
the people hearde of , by and by they ranne vnto 


the earle and az the authoure of the tribute pat⸗ Themurde 
yng hkylled hym out of hande. And when thei had rong 1925 


lo done, thei chale Jhon Egremonkznight a verey 
dicious perlonne to bee their captãpne, and ſo ar⸗ 
rated them ſelkes, and went agaynſt the kyng . ma 
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tun n nete caule but to deteẽde b cõmon libertie 

But when the mattier ſhoulde come to bloweg 
thet wared colde all the Corte of theim, and eue rys 
one wiſhed that this tumulte wer retracted which 
was nowe alredy begonne, ſo that at the cõcluſiõ 
not one ſcacely ſcaped without his great diſcom⸗ 
modite. fj orthe kpuge aſſone as he hearde of this 
infurveccion,went downe with an hook to pozke 
wherof thele llaues and traitours beyng greatly 
afrated, kledde lome hether and foine thether and 
dutſt not abide and ſuſtaine the power of p kyn⸗ 
ges army. Wherkoze thei wer ſone taken and pu⸗ 
niſhed greuoulelp, accoꝛdyng to their delerupng 
cuerp one of theim. But Jhon Egremont whiche 
was their captain kledde into Flanders to Mar⸗ 
gärete of whome we lpake bekoꝛe. 

And the kyng lo fone as this bulines was qus⸗ 
cea, Cooke his iourny back again vnto London 
and committed the tribute whiche was in poke 
und about poke to bee taken bp, holy to Richard 
Tonſtal. And this was p pere of our loꝛd a thou⸗ 
land foure hundꝛed. xc. and the fourth pere of the 
reigne of this kyng Hhenr. 

And in thys pere alſo the kynge of Stcottes 
was loꝛe bered. Foꝛ his ſubiectes roale agapnſt 
. hym and made his lonne James whiche was as 
pet but a chylde, their bůpitain. Wherkoꝛe, he ſent 
to the kynge ok Englande, to the Frenche kyng. 
and to the byſhoppe of Boome Innotentius to 
deſire theim to make ſome end ok thys ciuile bat⸗ 

taple and contencion whiche was betwene bys 
people and hym. Whiche akterwarde lente theyz 
Lol at edad as thep were delired, but all in

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bayne. Foꝛ ßᷣ rude Cort would nedes fight onlelſe Che byng 
he would relygne his crowne, therfore ſhoꝛtely of Scottes 
after, thet fought, and in that battayle kylled the ſlatn ofhis

Buc the byſhoppe of Romes legate Hadrian 
came to late. Foꝛ whyles he was in Englande w 
BPG Henrp, wowe came that the kyng of Scot⸗ 
tes was llayne in battayle and hys ſoonne made 
kyng. And therkoꝛe, he tavied here in England fo2 
a lpace, and was verap muche made ot, and hygh 
ly commended to the kyng by Jhon Moꝛtõ arch 
byſhop ol Canterburie. Whereby he came into lo 
high fauour with kyng Henry, that he made him

Bathe. And not longe akter he retourned w thele 
honours to Boome, and there of Alexander was 
made Cardinall. 45 f oe

was appealed:whiche wag, that Maximilian be⸗ 
pig at that tyme without a wyke, would haue ma 


tied the duke of Bꝛiteines doughter, and had one 
that wowed koꝛ hym, which lady pꝛomiſyng hm 
klayth a trueth, to the entent that he might not ga 


trom her woꝛd he bled this way w her, when Me 


went to her bed the night alter, as to the bedde ok 


wedlocke, the wower that was hired, putte one ol 


his kete into 5 bed to the knee in ỹ light a cõpany 


ok many noble matrõ s æ ladies, foꝛ a toben a teſti 
mony v the marlage was conlũmate, ⁊ thet, tag 
mã ct wife, But this did nothing auaile,for Char

the Krenche kyng was delireous to marye her a 
hearyng that Maximiliã was lure to her, dyd the 
moje bulelp let vpon the Bzitaynes, to thentent he 
might both haue the ladye and the counttre allo 
at his wyll, foꝛ he eftemed that martage to bee of 
no ſtrength oꝛ foꝛce.Qeuertheleſſc.he teared kyng 
entry muche, leaſt that he would ſtoppe his pur⸗ 
pole, whiche kyng had made a league, and 1 erdi⸗ 
wanes alſo the kyng of Spayne, had made ßlame 
with the Bzitapnes, to allt theim in all their ieo⸗ 
perdies and perilles that ſhould chaunce to theun 
by koꝛen countrees, wherkoꝛe he lent in al poſt bak 
FranceleLucemburgenic , Charles Marignane 
and Roberte Gaguinc, to kyng Henty foꝛ a peace 
to bee confirmed and hadde, delpꝛynge hym, that 
their kyng might oꝛdꝛe the mariage of the Ladye 
Anne as wer thought bet without any let oꝛ hyn⸗ 
deraunce of it by hym, but kyng Henry would not 
agree to theim, that theꝭady ſhould bee maried to 
hym, conſyderyng ſhe was made ſure to the kyng 
Maxumilian foꝛ that it was againſt all right and 
lawe bothe of God and manne. Albeit the kynge 
would gladly matze à peace betwene theim bothe, 
and ſo demiſſyng p kynges Ambaſſadoures with 
a large and ample rewarde, ſent Thomas Golde⸗ 
ſtone abbot of Cantoꝛburp and the loꝛd Thomas 
of Oꝛmondye ambaſladours ſtreight after theim. 
In this meane (pace, Alexander B. ot Rome the 
ſixt of that name after Innocẽtius ſent the biſhon 
of Cõcoꝛdienſe legate to the Frenche kyng fo2 cer⸗ 
tapne mattiers, and emong other koꝛ a peace and 
vnitee to bee confederate betwyrt hym and kyng 
Henry, the whiche when he had ealely — * 
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he came to Englande and there beyng entretained 
moſte cotalip of the kyng had his purpofe and de⸗ 
five of hym. The Engliſhe amballadours then bez 
pug with the Frenche kyng, purpoled to haue a 
peace concluded, whiche firſt demaunded certain 
thynges ok the kyng ere that it ſhould bee made, 
albeit the beng would graũt theim nothyng, and 
was fore moued with their requeſt a aſzyng. So 
e choꝛtly after, the Frenche kyng Cent to the noble 
mente of Bꝛitain greate giftes and rewardes to 
the entent thet might moue the ladie Anne to giue 
her troweth to hym, and allo ſent to herſelk many 
pꝛincely giktes & tokens, p He would beare loue to 
hym. And b He might not feare but that che inight 
lawkully marie to hym, certified her p the pꝛomtſe 
was of none effecte b he had gyuẽ to Matimiliã 
foꝛ Pit was geuẽ æ made Wout his cõſent whiche 
had 5 gouernaunce € domi on ouer all p countre 
And this was the caule that no concoꝛde 02 peace 
could bee kept betwixt theim. And where as that 
the kyng had taken Maximilians doughter ladie 
Margaret to bee his wife, he laied that it might 
bee lawfullp diffolued becauſe s ladie was under 
age, and not ripe to bee maried. This ladte Anne 
of Bꝛitain thaough the perſuaſion of many noble 
menne of that countree, was contented to bee his 


wife and ladie. And when the kyng was certikied 


of this, he haſtened the mariage with all the expe⸗ 
dicion and celeritee that he could. So that the 
Engliſhe ambaſſadouts returned again to thetr 
Nountree, and nothyng dooen oz agreed boon in 
their matter. When the kyng was certified of this 
by his ambaſſadours, he purpoſed to make bat⸗

Al ß length Maximilian haupng 
the better hand of the Frenchemen, enteded to rez 
uenge hymſelk of the Freche kyng, koꝛ that he had 
repudtate his doughter ladie Margarete, and ta⸗ 
ken to hym as wike quene Anne, but becauſe he 
was not kully hable of hymlelt to luſt ein that bats 
taill, he ſent James Contibalde ambafladourto 
byng Henry for helpe, whiche James when he 
had dogen his mellage, the zyng pꝛomiled that 
he would oooe fe? hym all that he could in main⸗ 
teinpng his warreg. ji 
In this tome, Charles the Frenche kyng maz 
ried la dye Anne, chalengyng by this mariage the 
Dominion and gouernaunce of ß Bꝛptaines.Ma⸗ 
Fmtlian the kpnug beyng certtkied ol chig, was 
greately mowed, Coz that he did not onelx e 
and

allo receiued in mariage p ladye and quene Anne 
to his wife, and in this kurie he {ent to kyng Herp 
deſieryng hym to prepare an armie, koꝛ he would 
goo vpon the Frenche mente, and kepe open bat:

After that all this armie was arated, the kyng 
ſent fir Chziſtopher Urlwycke, and fic Joon Ry⸗ 
ſeley knyghtes to the kyng Maximilian, to ter⸗ 
tikye hym that thei were all in a redynelle to kepe 
battaile when he would haue theim. Lohen they 
had dooen their meſſage thet 1 backe a⸗ ng 


qu gan 
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gain to their beng, certikiyng hym, that Marimt⸗ 
‘Lid was lo pooꝛe and nedye o monye and menne, 
that he could not be hable to ſuſteyne any battaile 
neuerthelelle his mynde and will was good ik his 
power and habilitee had been cozreſpondent toit. 
The kyng after the receipte ok theſe letters, was 
dilpleaſed muche with hym, albeit conſyderyng he 
had gooen fo karre in it, and had luche kurnpture 
of all thynges pꝛepared, leaſt that menne choulde 
impute it to hym as cowardnelle to kaynt fro bat⸗ 
taile, he pꝛoceded forth towarde Fraunce, and a⸗ 
bout p̃. bi.dape of Septébze he landed at Calile⸗ a 
there reſted his armpe. Wher woꝛde was brought 
to all the hofte(Eo2 thet did not knowe of it before) 
that Maximilian could make no pꝛeparaunce fo2 
lacke of mony. At 6 whiche thet maruailed great⸗ 
lp, conſideryng that he had luche vilanye ſhewed 
hym not longe before at the kynge of Fraunce 
band. pet thet wer neuer dilcoumkeyted at it, but

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whiche Philip did (end p letters to hym, before he 
came into the countre hymlelt, wherin he lignified 


that he would take ſuche paines in bꝛyngyng his 


purpoſe about, that he would ik it Hould fo pleaſe 
his grace, reconcile bothe hym and their kyng 
to loue eche other as thet haue dooen heretofore, 
and faied that it hould bee fo2 his Honour to take 
thefame condicion, whiche condicton the would

The kyng after he had red thele 


letters, did fend the biſhop of Exceter, and Gileg

after ſhalbee ſhewed, that peace ſhould bee had on 
bothe parties. When thet were thus conlultyng, ð 
kyng haupng his hoſte at Caleis, remoued from

whiche toune becaule it was ſtrongely dekended a

before 6 he either could oz did ouercome any parte

Ther⸗ ii 
koꝛe p quene thynkyng this potig man to bee mete 
who (he might feigne to be the duke of poꝛke, and 
fone to her bꝛother kyng Edward, kept hym a cer⸗ 
tain tyme W her pꝛiuely, and tellyng hym what he 
Mould be, phe might the rather perluade me to be 
the kynges fone did [end hym into Jrelãde, after 
what time he knewe that kyng Henry had apoin⸗ 
ted to fight againſt the French: kyng, where he 
was honoꝛably receaued æ taken of euery manne ; = 
as a pꝛynce, foꝛ whole right, they prompledall to — 1 


fight, and helpe hym in all p they could. After this a 
(tcametod fréche kynges eared ſuch an onewas — 
in Ireland, koꝛ whõ the kyng did (end to ſee à cau⸗ if 
{ed hym to be brought befoꝛe him, a when he came i, 


into his pᷣlence /d kyng accepted hym gladly aa 
ter a pꝛincelo kaſhiõ intreteined hym. But after p 
he came in loue W the kyng of England, the ſayd Ft 
Charles did dimiſſed poũg ma, a would no loger 1 
f Aq ui kepe lf 
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kepe hym, leaſt that ome inconueniencie oꝛ cauſe 
ok ſtrife ſhould chaunce thoꝛough it. Wherkoꝛe p 
poung manne went to Flaunders agapne to the 
quene Magarete, whiche quene did receaue hym 
with luche gladneſſe, that ſhe coulde not well rule 
her ſeife, a koꝛʒ this cauſe onely ſhe dyd ſhewe her 
Celfe ſo ioykull and merye, that menne mighte per⸗ 
ſwade theim lelte that this was Richard the kyn⸗ 
ges loonne, and vpon that cauſe truely,. men did ß 
moꝛe reuerence to the pounge manne, and p moꝛe 
kirmely beleue hym to bee the righte heire at fonne 
to kyng Edwarde. Allo after this rumoiir lated 
abꝛode, alwel in England, Fraunce, as Flaundzes 
there beganne great ledicion to ſpꝛyng, and kirſte 
they that were long in lanctuary fo2 the greate of- 
fences that they had commptted, and other that 
wer caſt in pouertie, gathered a compaignie of me 
and lapled ouer into Flaunders to the counter⸗ 
faicte Edwarde, other wiſe named Peter allo ma⸗ 
ny ol the noble men conlpired together, and to the 
entent they might bꝛyng their purpofe wel about, 
they did ſend certain to the Quene Margarete, to 
knowe when thelame Edwarde might come con⸗ 
ueniently into Englande p thet beyng certified of 
thela me might p moze ealely receaue ¢bapng hym 
into p realme. So 5ᷣ by the conſent and agrement 
of tijctin all, ſoꝛ Robert Clpffoꝛde knight ¢ Wyl⸗ 
Iyam Barley wer ſent to ſhewe all their myndes a 
udupce as concernyng the newe founde duke o 
the Duene Margarete. Whomeſthe Quene did 
accepte gladlye, and perluaded theim, that it 
was true that was publyſhed ol Rycharde the 
Dube, and ſtreight bpon ſhewed theim thefame 
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Peter, whiche was muche lyke Richarde, pꝛap⸗ 


ſyng bis vertues and qualitees that he had, won⸗ 
derkullpe. 13 


The laid Robert, whe he had ſeen theſame poũg 
manne, beleued ſurely that he was of the kynges 
bloode, and wrote to Englande to his coumpaig⸗ 


npe and kelowes of his conſpiracie, that he knewe 
hym to bee the kynges loonne by his facet euery 


pꝛopoꝛcion of his body. And when thele letters 
came vnto Englande, the chief capttapnes of this 
buſineſſe did openly diuulgate and publylhe, that 


it was trewe that was ſpoken and fated abꝛoad of 
the Duke, but it was dooen by luche a cratte, that 


no manne coulde tell who was the authoure of 


that rumoure. 


When the kyng perceiued that many men did 


geue credence to his vaine fable, be thought bette 


fo2 his owne fafegard to pꝛouide a reinedy koꝛ it, æ 
allo myſtruſting that ſome conſptracye bad bene 
made bicaule that ſir Robert Clifford had fied pꝛt 


uelp into Flaundzes, commaunded certain knigh⸗ 


tes that were choſen and piked menne ol warre w 


à bonde ok menne to kepe the boꝛders lurelpß no 
mnanne might efcape oꝛ faple ouer the fea without 
à palpoꝛte oꝛ licence geuen by hyn. Alſo that men 


myghte nat cautz ue in the kalſe perlwaſton and 


beleke that they had conceyued of the duke, he cau 


{ed certain (pies to ſearch in all the citees ok Bel⸗ 
gike, to knowe of what progente this mpinamed 
Richarde was, and to geue theim highe rewardes 


that would ſhewe the verite and truth of the fame 


| guerpe manne dyd gode into a contrape quarter: 


matter. So that they lailynge into Fraunce, 
and 
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: Henrp the ſeuenth. a 
and enquired diligently fo2 hym, and at ß length, 
certain ot theim came to a towne called Comace 
and there were cectifped by the teſtymonye of naz 
ny honeſt menne that he came but ok a lowe and 
courſe parentage, and he was named Peter War 
becke, whiche thing allo the kynges krendes cer⸗ 
tified hym by their letters and waitynges to hym 
moe plaine and euidentelye. Therkoze when the 
kyng had knowen the matter wholy, al wel by his 
krendes as by his (pies ſent kooꝛth purpofelpe fo2 
the lame, he cauled it to bee pꝛoclaimed openly al⸗ 
well in other regions a countrees as in England 
that the diiceate and deueliſh crafte might appere 
euident to euery manne. And kirſte he ſent ambal⸗ 
{adours to Philyp the chiele capitaine in Flaun⸗ 
dꝛeg, And to his councell, becauſe he was but ol a 
pounge age, whiche were lit Edward Bomnges 
knight, and fie William Uarame pꝛeeſt and law⸗ 
pet, that they might ſhewe euidently howe kalſely 
the pounge manne bath vlurped the name of Ri⸗ 
charde duke of Poske whiche was kylled with hig 
bꝛother Edward in the Towꝛe of London, at the 
cõmaundement and will of kyng Richard his vn 
Hee euery man coulde teſtikye aud affivine moſt 
Allo that he was boꝛne of a gage ſtocke, and 
an obſcure kamulie in Toꝛnace, and there named 
Perkin Warbecke; and therkoze that it woulde 
pleaſe hym a his councel not to ſuffer theim lelkes 
to bec blynded oꝛ ſeduced with luche mere impos 
ſtures and craftie illuſions, noꝛ pet to aide hym at 
any bande to cauſe ſedicion oꝛ ſtrife, conſideryng 
that he had no iuſte title to the enheritynge 1 the 
ame 
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lame. Ind that they would the rather bee his kren 
des nowe, becaule b he helped Maximilian thepꝛ 


kyng the pere before againſte the power and vio⸗ 


lencpe o€ the Frenche menne, where as he ol hyin 
ſelke was not hable to relyſte theyꝛ myghte and 
ſtronge power. When the Ambatlladours had 
dooen their meſlage, they were gentely entretay⸗ 
ned ok hym, and had their requeſt, that he woulde 
not (koꝛ the loue that he oughte vnto the konge) 


no noꝛ any of his counfatle helpe thelame Perkin 


au thinge at all. 

Neuertheleſſe, yk the quene Margaret would 
perliſte and continewe in her malice towardes the 
kyng ( whome the Ambaſladour ſir William Ua⸗ 


rame had repꝛoued and checked ſoꝛe, koꝛ bꝛinging 


vp of ſuche monſters and commune plagues, to 
the publike weale in his oꝛatton that he made vn 
to Philippe and his counſayle)it was not in their 
power to withſtande it, koꝛ becauſe that he might 


doo in her owue herytage all thinges at her owne 


wyll and pleaſure. Whiche quene entended fully 
to arme this Perkin with a ſtronge compalgnye 
of menne againſt kyng Henty. 


Atkter that kynge Henrye dyd heare of this, he 


purpoſed to pacpfpe all this buſyneſſe that was 
like to chaunce by wytte and policye, and ſtreight 
dyd lende kooꝛthe certaine (pies , whiche ſhoulde 


kayne theim felfes to haue fledde vnto the Duke, 


and by that meanes ſearche kooꝛthe and knowe 
the whole entente of thep2 coniuracion, and after 
what wape they framed thep2 matters. 

Other alſo ſhoulde pꝛomple a pardon and remyl⸗ 
ſpon vnto ſyꝛ Roberte Clyſtoꝛde, and ere 
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Barley foꝛ their offence cõmitted to the kyng. 
And when they had fo dooen, many of theim retur 
ned to Englande, and bꝛoughte the names of cer⸗ 
fapne that were chief of the lame conſpiracpe, O⸗ 
ther taried vntyll ſuche tyme that lic Robert Lies 
koꝛde came to Englande agayne. And when the 
kyng had knowen the chtet capitaines of this tu⸗ 
multe by his ſpyes that were there with theim, he 
cauſed all them to bee attached a brought to Lon 
don before his pꝛeſẽce, whole names wer fir John 
Natclyffe, ſp: Simon Monkozde, ſpꝛ: Thomas 
Thwarte knightes, William Dabeney, Koberte 
Watcliffe, Richard Leley, w many other. Allo cer⸗ 
taine pꝛeeſtes and religious menne, as ſir Willi⸗ 
am Richefoꝛd, and Thomas Poynes bothe mon⸗ 
kes of lainct Dominikes oꝛder, ſir William Sut 
ton, ſir William Uzſeley Deane of Poules, æ Ro 
vert Layboꝛne. Other that were giltie of the fame 
crime, hearing that manp of their tompaignie wer 
taken, fledde and did take lanctuarpe. And the o⸗ 
ther that were taken wer condempned all of trea⸗ 
ſon, of ð whiche there was heded fir Stmon. Mon 
koꝛd (ir Robert Ratcliffe, and William Dabeney 
as authours æ chiefe capitaines of this buſineg. 
The other were pardoned , andthe Pꝛeeſtes alſo 
koꝛ their oꝛder that they had taken. Alfo lic John 
Ratcliffe was pardoned of his lyfe, but after that 
he came to Caliſſe, æ there caſte in pꝛiſone, he was 
behedded, becaule he cozrupted the kepers W maz 
ny pꝛomiles to haue eſcaped out of the fame. 
Shoꝛtly after. ſir Robert Clifford truſting to find 
fauout æ grace at the kynges hande, came to En⸗ 
gland, ot whole coming when kyng was gsc 
3 ed he 
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ed he went ſtreight to towze of London, x there 
tarped tyll ſuche tyme p ſyꝛ Robert Clyffoꝛd came 
| whiche thyng he bled vnder this pꝛetence, that pl 
| fir Robert Cliftoꝛd had acculed any man to hym 
| of bᷣ treaſon, that then euerie luche perlon mighte 
bee called thether withoute anye lulpectiõ of ante 
euel, and there ſtreight to bee caſt in holde, but be 
| fore J goo furder, J wyll ſhewe the opinion that 
many inen conceaued of the knightes goynge to 
Flaunders. Some men helde this opinion, that 
kyng Henrye dyd ſende hym as a ſpye to Flaun⸗ 
ders, and therkoze he came the foner into his fa- 
uoure. Meuertheleſſe, this is not lpke to bee true 
by diuerle reaſõs. Fyꝛſt that it tourned to 5 great 
inkamye and hurt, both of hym lelfe and his kren⸗ 
Des. Secondarly that he was not in ſo greate fa= 
uoure with the kyng, as he had ben in tymes paſt 
koꝛ becaule that he was giltte in that part. Ther⸗ 
koꝛe the fated ſir Robert now comming to the king 
after his retourne into England, kneled mekelye 
downe at his feet, and deſired pardõ of his grace 
and after that beyng enquired of the comiuration 
and examined who wer the authours of this mil⸗ 
chieke, he pꝛonounced ¢ ſaied that William Stã⸗ 
ly whome the kynge made Earle, was one of the 
| chief, when he had lo ſated, the kyng was greatiy 
dilmaped & greued, that he ſhould offend, whõ he 
had made chiet of his pꝛiuie chamber, conſidering 
allo that he had kounde great kindenes hertokoze 
at his hande, and that he dyd ouercome kyng Ry 
chard chiekly by his helpe and meanes. So that 
the kyng coulde not bee perlwaded, that he was 
any luche offender, had not it bene ſhewed him al 
tes 
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ter by manikeſt tokens and apparét argumentes 
5 it was true as he laied. Whom the king thé cats 
fed to be taken and examined of the matter, after 
the which examinacion he was pꝛoued to be an ot 
fender. Then the kynge doubtynge what to dooe 
with hin, dyd conlult and breath a lytle with him 
ſelfe, foꝛ he keared, that his bꝛother loꝛd Thomas 
by whom he had ſhewed great kyndneſſe woulde 
take it greuouſip, alſo apt he ſhoulde remitte that 
kaulte, other would abuſe his lenitee, and treſpace 
moze highly. Albe it. at the latte he wylled that he 
ſhoulde ſuffer fo2 his offence, and lo cauſed hym 
to bee behedded. The caule that their loue (as mẽ 
repoꝛte)dyd chaunge into hatred was this. The 
lobe Wylliã conſideryng that he laued the kyng 
and bꝛought hym to this realme to be gouernour 
thought he could neuer bee recompenled fo2 bys 
ſo doyng and wher as the kyng alſo remembꝛing 
this benetyte, dyd make hym his chiefe chamber: 
layn, and gaue hym the hygheſt pꝛomocious that 
he had, he lytle regarded them and loked koz ſome 
greater rewarde, wherkoze, the king perceauynge 
that, was ſoꝛe greued with hym, and fo thet bothe 
dyd fall at debate and hatred eche wyth other. 

Alſo at this time the king thought belt to vſe 
fomealperite in coꝛrecting the offéces of his ſub⸗ 
tectes, becaule 5̊ ſome had taken ſuche heart and 
du dacitee to them, d thet feared not to ſpeake euel 
of his mateſtie with moſt ſpitekul and contumele⸗ 
ous woꝛdes, ttuſting euer that p tapned Nychard 
duke of Pork now lately ryſen krom death to lyfe 
on gods name, ſhould clatme the crowne, x enhe⸗ 
ret his counterketed fathers poſſeſſions, « lache 
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luch perſos had ſuffered due poniſhment fo2 their 
| offences, other learning by their neighbours mil⸗ 
chaunce to beware, dyd frome F tyme beare theim 
ſelkes as true & kaithtull ſubiectes, a aſſpſted him 


with al their power, at what time he required belp 
of the. After the death of this Willtam Stanley, 


| Giles Dabeney was cholen and made chicke cha 
berlain. And now ö kyng was in a good ſtaye foz 
hig realme, ſauyng p Ireland was not wel weded 
ok the pernicious lede j was ſowed by the young 
mã Nerkin Warbeck and his lecte. Wherkoꝛe, he 
{ent {ic Henry Deny late abbot of Lanktõ abbey 
thither, & made him chauncellour ouer al that Ile 
and Edward Ponyng to lerch all places that the 
kozenamed Rerken was in, to punith the extreme 
ly in the example ok other, p were giltie of p crime 
but when thet heard of this, thei fled foꝛ the moſt 
part into woddes a maryſh places fo2 the defence 
t lafgard of them ſelfes, there conlultyng to kepe 
open warre agaynſt bpm, whiche Edwarde after 
that he perſued theim many times, and coulde ne 
uer try it wyth them becaule thet wer lo diſparſed 
as foꝛen and wilde people, he returned backe, and 
luſpectinge that the earle of Ryldare was the oc⸗ 
cation of this, attached him at the counſayl of the 
erle his euel willers, and bꝛought him as pꝛiſoner 
to England. Wher when he was arained, and cer 
fain matters of treaſon lated to his charge, he ad 
uoided thc all, a clerly quite him (clfe: whome the 
kynge dimiſled, and lente hym to Jrelande there 
to bee gouernour and captayne ouer theim as he 
was before. So that now the kyng heeyng oute 
ol all feare of battaple, dyd take hys pꝛogreſſe to 
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ſhyze, there to recreate his ſpirites and ſolace him 
ſelte with his mother lady Margarete, wyke and 
counteſſe to the Earle of Darby. pᷣet when p king 
was thus delityng hym ſlelfe, Berken Warbecke 
could not moderate oꝛ rule hym lelte, although ſo

Chet wer in gueate keare, z led koꝛ lategade ok their 
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lifes euerp manne to his caſtell and holde, and gas 
theryng an armie to withſtand their enemies cer⸗ 
tified the kyng in all poſt haſte of the Scottes en⸗ 
terpꝛile, whiche hearyng, pꝛepared an armie in all 
the haſt to kight againſt theim. But the Scottes 
beyng lodẽ with their pꝛales and ſpoiles that thei 
had, were gone backe to their countre ere the n= © 
gliſhe menne could bec readte. And this was the 
kirſt commocion & buſines of the Scottes againſt 
the Engliſhemen. When the Scottes were thus 
gone, and the kyng certified of it, he thought not 
to fuffer theim lenger, leſte that by long tariyng &° 
Deferrpng ol ö matter, thet ſhould take heart, and 
ſo with moe kearſenes inuade the realme again. 
And aſſemblyng his counſaill together, ſhewed 
theim that it was koꝛ the pzoftite ok the publique 
weale to warre againſt his enemies, to whom thet 
all agreed right gladly, and koꝛ the matnteinpng | 
of this battaill, there was leuyed a certain lumme 
oꝛ tribute to be paid on every mannes hed, whiche 
paiment although it was but eaſie and mall, vet 
many of the commen people grudged to pate it. 
At this parltament allo and conuocacion there 
was certain lawes, actes and ſtatutes confirmed 
and made, as thought moſte expediét koꝛ the pub⸗ 
lique weale And after this was doden, the byng 
prepared to fight in all the haſte, and gatheryng 
an armie, made Giles Dabeney graund capitain 
ouer theim, and in his goyng to Scotlande, there 
beganne fodenly ciuile battaill in the realme, whi⸗ N 
che was for the patment of this money, koꝛ that 
5 Cozniſhemen, (whiche made this inſurreccion) 
beeyng but pooze, could not well pate this ed 
nd 
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And ſo they gatheryng all together, one Michael 
Joleph mpth and Thomas Flamoke, did take he 
ppon theim the gouernaunce of all this compai⸗ 5 a 
nie. And leyng theim greued loꝛe that they ſhould 4 

pape fo muche, did moze ànd moe Incenfe theyz 

myndes againſte their pꝛynce. Albeit they layde 

this kaulte, and cauſe of exaction, to Jhon Moꝛz⸗ 

tõ bichoppꝛ of Cãtoʒbury, and Ruigenald Baye 
becauſe they were chief ol the kynges Houle. 

Thus they pꝛeparyng theim ſelues to ware, whe 

they bed aawell ſufficiente viandꝛpe as all other 

thynges ready, they tooke theyz tourney to Wel⸗ 

les, and from thence entended to go to London, 

When the kyng was ſhewed of this by his audi⸗ 

tours, that they wer vp. and that the loꝛde Twy⸗ 

chet, and the loꝛde Zudely with other ol the noby⸗ 

litee had taken their partes, he thought kyzſte to 

ſcoure his realme of (uche rebelles and traptours 

ere he would fight againſt the Scottes. And there 

koꝛe he cauled Giles Dabeney to returne backe 
agayn then goyng vpon the Scottes, whole ar⸗ 

mpe he encrealed and multiplyed with many pyc⸗ 

ked and kreſhe warryers, that he might the better 

with leſſe laboure ouercome theſe rebelles. Allo 

leaſt that the Scottes might nowe ( hauyng good 
opoꝛtunite)inuade the realme again (in this tune 
of ciuile battple)be tauſed loꝛde Thomas cele of 
Surrey, a puilſaunt and moſt redoubted warrper 
whome he had taten pꝛyſoner, at the ouerthꝛowe 
ol kyng Richard, and a litle bekoʒe that, had let at 
lübertie, and madetreaſourer of Englãde,atter the 
death of Fhon Dynham, to gather a bond of men 
at Durham, à there to kepe of d 
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Scottes, yk they

envy Gye feuenth. 


Mould chaunce to come vntyll ſuche tyme that ß 
Coꝛnyſhe menne beyng pacified and (ubdued, he 


might lend to theim the koꝛenamed Giles agayne 


with all his power and armye. When as the no⸗ 


bles hearde of this bulpnes, they came to Lon⸗ 


don cuery mã, with as many as they could make, 
to apde the kyng, yl nede ſhoude be. In the which 


compaignie there was the erle of Ellex, the loꝛde 


Mongep, the erle of Sulfolke, Richard Thomag, 


William Sap, loꝛde Baward the erle of Gourtep 
his fonne a noble poung man eof ſtoute courage

Thomas welt de lauare Henry Hapdon, 
Th Henry Hay Robert 
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Robert Clarence, Abou Shap 
Philip Calthorpe, MChomasFfrouwike with 
Robert Kouell, many other of lower de⸗ 
gree that wer moſte noble a cunnyng warrpers. 
In this meane (pace, Charles p Frenche byng 
commyng from the warres that he had at Haples 
with Ferdinante , lente Amballadours to the 
kyng fo2 a peace and league ot amitee to bee con⸗ 
firmed. When the kyng was enkoꝛmed ol ti eir cos 
myng and that they were at Caleis, he lente cer⸗ 
tayn of his nobilitie to mete theim commyng. and 
to kepe theim purpolely at Voutr, vntyll ſuche 
tyme that this buſynelſe were ended, that they 
might not knowe ok it in any wile. 
And nowe the Comyſhemenne goopnge krom 
Welleg ( where they had they graunde capitayne 


loꝛde Zudeley) went to Hauliſbury andkrõ thence 


to Wyncheſter, and fo to Kent, where they looked 
koꝛ helpe, but they were deceaued, koꝛ the carle ok 
Kent, and the lore of Burgone Poole, the loꝛde 
Cobham, Thomas Burcher, Edwarde Boupng, 
Richard Silkoꝛde, Wypllpam Scotte, James 


Cromer, Jhon Peche, John Darel, Henry Wpaͤt 


Rychard Haulte, Fon Fogge, and other were 
ready to withſtande thep2 power, and to caule the 
people to beare trewe heartes to they, kynge. 
Foꝛ the whiche, many of the Coꝛnyſhe men kayn⸗ 
ted and had leſſe mynde to kight, and oz keare fled 
pꝛiuely in the nyght from their compatgnie. But 
the captaynes perceauyng they coulde haue no 
helpe at theyz handes, truͤſted to theyz owne pos 


wer, and brought theim to Blackeheath keld nigh 


London, and there pptched they tentes in the 
Re itt playn 
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playn to byd battail to the kyng, ik he would mete 
theim, oz els to inuade the cytie, whome the kynge 
perceaupng to be there readye to kight, he cauled 
Henry Burſchere erle of Eſſex, Comunde Bolam 
erle ot Suffoltze and Richard Thomas, thꝛee no⸗ 
ble warryers to beſiege theim on both ſydes wyth 
two wynges, and lo came bpm leit in the myddeſt 
lendyng before, Giles Dabenep with a greate 
power. ànd after his commpng thus to the kelde, 


bothe the erles and Richard Chomas ſette vpon . 


theim violently, and at the kirſt bzunt put theim te 


flight and killed aboute two thoufande that reli⸗ 
ſted, and tooke pꝛiſoners moꝛe then could bee told 


and emonges theim p Captapnes which ſhoꝛtely 
after wer put to death. But this Michael Joleph 
was ama oF ſuche ſtoute courage ¢ valiaũtnelle, 
5 he neuer fatnted oz once gaue backe vntyll ſuch 
tyme he was ſtryken downe, and kylled openly. 

A When this battaile was ended the kynge loſte 
but thee hundꝛeth in all his compatgnye that wer 
kylled at that pꝛeſente. Allo the pꝛyloners that 
were taken he pardoned, ſauyng the captapnes 
and firſt autours of that mtfchief, whole quarters 
he would haue to bee put on ſtakes and ſet in dy⸗ 
uerle places of Coꝛnewell, that they; naughtie 
dooynges and foolithe entrepꝛzyſes might bee a 
document fo2 other hereakter to beware: but bes 
càuſe there were inany of that coũtree that would 
gladly haue renewed battaile, yk they might haue 
Had Cone Capitayn, and p; they wer nothpng aba⸗ 
hed koꝛ p ouerthꝛowe of they2 late inſurreccion, he 
turned his mynd, ſo ß thet wer not had thither noꝛ 
their quarters (ct bpd any ſtakes e this 
Ulines 
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bulines was in hãd, p kyng of Scottes being cer 
tikied of it by certain ſpies, thought beſt to inuade 
Englande againe, and burned all the wape as he 
did before, left that the kyng ſhould pꝛouoke hym 


to it of force, becauſe he had dooen lo muche hurte 


to it before, and thus came to Durham and there 
burned all aboute, entending allo to wynne f202- 
ham Caſtle, whiche the Biſhoppe had kurniſhed a 
‘litle bekoꝛe with menne and vitaile ſuffictently, ſo 
that he coulde haue none accefle into that caſtell. 
And this was the biſhop Foxe, that was biſhop of 
Exeter, and fo2 his godlines and berteoule liuing 
after that, made biſhoppe of Welles and Bathe. 
Whiche biſhop nowe being in this bulinefle, cers 
tikied the kyng ok it in all the haſte, and allo therle 
of Sutrey, that was then in poꝛke ſhyze with a 
greate army of menne. To whome the Erle came 
ſhoztly after, with his compaigupe, and after hym 
kolowed other noble menne of all quarters, euery 
one bringig koꝛ his habilitee as many as he could 
to aide the biſhop, and fight in the defence c qua⸗ 
rell ok theyꝛ kyng. And in this compaygnie was 
there many Loꝛdes therle of Weſtmerland, Tho⸗ 
mas Dacres, Geoꝛge Gꝛaunge, Rafe Neuel, Ri⸗ 
chard Latimer, Geoꝛge Lumley, John Scroppe, 
Geoꝛge Oglie, Thomas Baron of Hilton, Hen⸗ 


xy Cliffozd, William Copners, Thomas Dercy.

ctes and pꝛoweſſes of warre. The Scottes hea⸗ : 
ring of the Carle of Surrey that he was cõming 


and at hande with a greate power, then beſeging 
this foꝛenamed Caſtell, whiche they coulde by no 
meanes ouercome, they fledde ſtreighte backe to 
Scotlande, whome the Carle folowed as longe 
as his vyttailles ſerued, and after that returned 
backe to Durham⸗theyz abiding vntyll ſuch time 
he knewe kurder of the kynges pleaſure. 
And in this meane (pace, one Heurye Hailes 
was lente Ambaſſadoure frome Ferdinand vnto 
the Kyng of Scottes for a generall peace to bee 
had with hym and the Byung of Englande, for he 
loued hym well, and kyng Henrpye allo to whole 
foonne the pounge Pꝛynce Arthure, he woulde 
haue geuen his doughter Ladye Katherpne in 
cee marriage 
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mariage that by alinptee and kyndered of blood 5 


their loue might continue koz euer. e 
So this Benrpe entreated hartelye the King 


of Scottes koz a peace, and when he had ſome 


hope in it, he wrote vnto the yng of Englande, 
that it would pleaſe hym to lende one of his no⸗ 
bles to helpe to conclude this matter with hym 
and the Scottes. The kyng becaule he had been 
in greate trouble and then veraye deſierous of 
peace, he lent the byſhoppe of Durham to hy in 


all the haſte. So that this Henrpe and the biſhop 


realoned with the Scottyſhe amballadours as 


concernyng this peace to be had, albeit thet could 


not agree, becauſe that kyng Henrpe deliered to 
haue pee Warbecke that was the caute of all 
this buſynes, and had fo greatly diſquieted his 
realme, whome the kyng woulde not delyuer, al⸗ 
though he might of ryghte, conlideryng his kalle⸗ 
hode and deceyte that he had bled with hym. 
Therkoze, after that they had reaſoned much ok 
this matter, ¢ could bꝛing it to no ende, pet a truce 
was taken koz certain peres of this condicion that 


the ſame Perkin Warbecke ſhould bee conueyg⸗ 


bed oute of Scotland, ¢ not to tary there longer. 
Whyle this was dooinge, kyng Henry cauled the 
Amballadours of ß Frenche kyng to bee brought 
to hym, which ag it is ſhewed before, wer ſtopped 


at Douer of their tourney, vntill ſuche tyme p the 


inſurreccion of the Coꝛuiſh men was ceaſſed, and 
hearing ᷣ they came fo2 a peace and league to bee 
made, graũted theim it right gladly. So b nowe 


beig reconciled W. ii. kynges. a thelame his neigh 


bourg, he thanked Fernand e his tote Eigab gen 
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fo: pᷣ they cauled this peace to bee made betwirte 
hym and the Scottes, and rewarded the Ambal⸗ 
ſadoure moſte woꝛthely after a pꝛiucely maner. 
And the tyme that this vnitee and concorde was 
made, it was the perce of oure Loꝛde a thoulande 
koure hundꝛeth koure ſcoꝛe and eighten, and ß xit. 


he. zu. Pere ok kyng Henry his reigne. ert 


He Ind the kynge of Scottes kepte his promette 


ey the. vil. well pnoughe. Foz when he percetued manikeſtly 


that he was deluded, he called vnto hom Perkin 
Waͤrbeck, and kirſt declared his benekites a plea⸗ 
ſures that he had dooen vnto bpm, and then coun 
ſatled hym to gette hym vnto fome place where he 
* mighte byde in ſakegarde, and come againe ano⸗ 
ther time when he ſhoulde haue moze opoꝛtunitee 
But neuer after to looke fo2 any helpe at his hav, 
partely becauſe he had made peace with the kyng 
of Englande, and partely becauſe he ſawe that no 
Engliſhemen came to take his parte, wherkoꝛe he 
delired hym not to bee milgreued that he did thus 
leaue hym, a alſo counſailed hym to goo into ſome 
other place o2 regyon, wherfore this Perkin was 
berape ſoꝛye a (as the kyng had counſailed hym) 
departed thence with his wife, and went into Fre 
land, determining with hym ſelle it he might haue 
no helpe of the mente of Coznewale, to retourne 
thence as kaſte as myghte bee home to his greate 
maſtres d aunte Margaret into Flaundres. But 
he was no ſoner come thither, then he heard by dfs 

uers meſſengers p they of Coꝛnewale were as res 
dy to kyght againſt kyng Henry as euer they wer 
bekoꝛe, of hoope of the whiche he went ſtreyght in 
to Coznewall & there dyd ſtuͤrre bp their sete 
te wit 
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with gp tes and pꝛomples, that all immediately 
called him their capitain ⁊ laied that thet woulde 
kolow hym and in all thiites obey promptly bys 
commaundementes. The was Perkẽ in as good 
hoope as euer he was, and ( becauſe he would do 
nothynge taſhelye and withoute aduiſemente) he 


purpoſed fyꝛſte to ouercome citees and all wel de⸗ 


ked ed places that lay in his way, and foto get as 
many as he coulde to kolowe hym and to take his 
part, and incontinentlp, to buckle with ö kynges 
hoſt. Wheẽ he had thus deliberate, he wet ſtreight 
to Exeter which was the next citee that he coulde 
come vnto and beſieged it, and becauſe he had no 
gunnes to bꝛeake downe the walles, he laboured 
all that myght bee to bꝛeabe the gates, but when 
he ſaw that thet could not ealelp be betten Downe 
with any thyng, ſtreight with he fet fyꝛe on theun. 
Whereok, the citezins were verap ſoze afrated 
and pꝛiuely in the night let downe diuerſe ouer p 
walles with ropes to go certifie the kyng of their 
trouble, and in the meane tyme whe thet (atv that 
their enemies had almoſt bꝛẽt bp the gates of the 
one ſide, tooke great blockes and fet them on kyze 
on the other fide, koꝛ none other caule but that af 
well their enempes therby might be ercluded, as 
thei them ſelfes included. Ind thei not truſting to 
this only. made alſo win great ditches rother this 
ges to dekend the from the inualiõ of the rebelles 
When Perkẽ ſaw this he got ladders, and would 
by that meanes haue come into the citee, but they 
came not fo fone bp, but thet were beate downe a⸗ 
gain, and by this meanes many were there llayne 
pet would he not thence Depart, but truſted e 
8 
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at the laſte that thei ſhould be glad to pelde theim 
icifes al that wer within for lack of biandzte. But 
as lone as the kyng hearde of this he halted with 
his hooſt toward Exeter as faſte as was poſſible 
and leute dyuerle louldiours beekoze to certifie 
all menne ol his commpng and preparaunce, fo2 
At that tyme there was let forth to helpe thepm of 
Exeter, Thomas Trencherd, William Cozteney 
Walter Coztnep, Edmond Carre, hon Halemel 
Peter Eggecomb Thomas Fulkozd, yo Crook 
Wollltiam Saintmaur, with a great hott whole ca 
pitain was Edward Coꝛteny erle of Denſhire, € 
his ſonne William, whiche was a poung man of 
mooſte noble courage, whiche thyng when Peter 
heard tell ol, he lekt beliegyng of Exeter and went 
top nexte towne whiche is called Taũtun é there 


Dieued his hootk and let tt in aray redye to kyght. 
howbeit, he had but lytle affiaunce in the lame, 


becauſe manp of his ſouldiours were fo llenderly 
harneille d, and no better ſkylled in warte. When 
the kyng ſawe he was gone to Taũtun he haſted 
thither after hin with all ſpede. Thether came al⸗ 
ſo Edward ß duke or Buckingham a young mã 
berap valtaunt and of luſtie courage, and hym ko 
lowed a greate compaignye ot noble men as 

Giles Bitgge, Alexander Bꝛayhã, Moꝛpſhe Bar 
kelep, Robert Came, Jhon Sapcot, Jhon Wad 
ba, Hugh Lutrel, and Hycholas bps konne, Wil: 
liain Stozton, Thomas Lynde, Ihon Semar, 
A plliam Morris, Thomas Blunt, Ihon Guple 
Boberte popnte Harry Uernon, Jhon Mortimer 
Jhon b gert et lic enden Ae Che 
nie, Roger Ceete, Roger Wenburg Henry No⸗ 
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ger, Edwarde Darell, Jhon Langkorde tickets 
Macon, Ghomas Crematle , Edwarde Sutton, 
Amis net, hon Bpwnell, Wyllyam Sapnz

But the king when he came nygh to the towne 
lente bekoze to begynne battaple, Roverte Broke, 
Lobe Rycharde Thomas, and Giles Dabeney 
with a great and ſtronge hooſt, to the entent that 
he hym felfe with his ſouldiours myght let vpon 

them behynd. But this deuiſe and purpoſe of the 
kyng was al ſuperlluous. Foꝛ Berkin, ſo ſone as 
he elpped that the kyng was redie to light, fledde 
pꝛʒiuely in the nyght into a lanctuarp at Bellylo 
abbey, and there lucked. But whether this Perkẽ 
ſo dyd for feare leat his men Mould kozſake hym 
oz fo2 the timeditie of hym ſelfe, ik is as much baz 
certapne,as it is probable and (ure that the kyng 
tooke by hys klyght greate commoditee. 
Joꝛ the Coꝛneſhe menne were ſurelye purpo⸗ 


ſed eyther to wynne and ouercome they enemies 


oꝛ elles not one of theim to haue lyued anye daye 
lenger. When kynge Hentye knewe that Perkin 
was gone, he ſente after bpm many howe menne 
that yk it myghte bee, they ſhoulde ouertake hym 
in hys iourney and bꝛynge bpm bache. 5 
But Perkpn Warbecke made luche (pede; 

that he was not ſeene bekoze he came into the 
Sanctuarie, but his petie capitaines coulde not 
(cape lo clene.Foʒ of theim the mooſt part aor ta 
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relidue okthe louldiours when thei 
Perkpn their chiek capitain was kl 
taken, gaue bp theim lelkes by and 


ritode ß 


to the king 


without any moze buſtnes, and ok bpm moſt gent 
ly wer koꝛgeuen. When all was Dooen, the kynge 


went again to Eceter and there both gaue great 
thankes to ſuch as wer wozthy, and puniſhed the 
authoures and ſturrers bp of this inſurrection 
mooſt ſtraitlye. And in p meane tyme many ol the 
ſouldiours road to l. Mighels mounte a there(as 
chaunce was found Katherin Perkins wife, and 
bꝛought her ſtreight like a bond woman and cap⸗ 
tiue to the kyng. And the kyng lent her by and by 
accompanted with a goodly lozt of matrons(be⸗ 
caule He was ſo goodly a young woman)to Lon 
don to the quene as a true and lure token of vyc⸗ 
tore. And whiles he taried there at Exeter ſuppo 
ſyng with him lelke, that he could haue no perkect 
victoꝛy vntyl he had gottẽ Perkin him elf, which 
was the beginner ok all this ſedicion and ſtrike, 
ſent forth two companies of menne to beſiege the 
fanctuarpe wher Perkin was, that by no meanes 
he myght {cape away, and (ent him woꝛde allo by 
certainſtruſtie meſſengers that yl he would hum⸗ 


blie ſubmit him ſelke, he ould be koꝛgeuen ol all 
in now le⸗ 


that was committed. Wherkoze, Pen 

vnge and ponderynge the tate ok filerie, that he 

was in, wẽt voluntarily out of the ſanctuarp and 

commptted hym ſelke to the kynges pleaſure. 
Then was the kyng werap glad and tobe his 

tourney immediatly after towarde London, not 

without the great metyng ok people whych ply 

0 


and bꝛaught backe againe to the ng. Che ö 


ß other 
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gut ok euery quarter to ſe this feloe as he were a 
monſtre, becauſe he beyng but an aliente durſt bee 
ſo bold to come in to this lo noble a realme to maz 
ke battail! , and delude noble menne after ſuche a 
kaſſion. But whe the kyng was come to London 
he appointed certain menne to kepe hym bothe 


night à date verie bigilantly, to thentent that he 


might neither conueigh hymleik out of the lande, 

ner Goo any wether within this realme to make 
any like perturbacion and diſquietnes. 

After this the kyng perceiuyng p toere were ma 

up as well in Somerlet as in Deuschtre, whiche 
were helpers of the rebelles greatly, bothe goyng 
kooꝛth & commpng homeward, thought it good to 
puniſhe thetin allo, leaſt peraduenture ther might 
be p inoze bold to Door a like thyng alter. And ther 


kozehe committed this bulines to Amis Baulet 


knight, and Robert Sherburne deane of Poules 
to be doden. Which in ſerchyng out all ſuche tho⸗ 


towedut bothe the (hires, wer verie exacte and dili 
gent, but thei wer kauoꝛable to al (uch as did it 1a 


keare oꝛ compulſion. pet were thei to none lo f 
uoꝛable but thet were thought koz their dekzul 


indifferently to be puniſhed. So that cquitie kher 


in was verte well ececuted. 


In the lame pere ok a (mall matter bekell greate 


ſtrike betwene kyng Henry and James kyng cf 
Scotlande, whiche ſtrike beganne ok this kaſſton. 
Certain vounge menne ok s Scottes came armed 


buto ureline caſtell, à beheld it wondergus cir⸗ 


cumſpectly as though thet had been deſierous to 
know what was there doden. But whe the kepers 
ol the caſtle could not perceaue p thei went aboute 
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anp hurte o; dilple aluce,é ſeing theim go gwale or 
their owne accoꝛde, thei made no wooꝛdes but let 


theim alone. But when thei came again the nexte 


daie & vieued it litzt wiſe, the kepers ol p ſald caſtel 


demaunded of theim what was their intent. Chet 
aülwered theim (like rude and vnmanerlie ientle⸗ 
menne) as frowardly as could bee thought, in lo 


muche p at the latte thꝛough muche altercacion of 


bothe parties , thei fell together by the cares, and 
there were ſome of the Scottes ſlain a the relidue 
put to flight.

Ok ß whiche tydynges the biſhop 
was berie glad, and went freight to kyng Henry 


to ſhewe hym the matter and bad leaue of hym in⸗ 
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kontinenlp to go ouer to hm. 
hen he caine into Scotlãde, he was recetued 
as loupnglh as coulde bee thought ok the zyng 
bpinfeif,at an abbey called Melrole, and ther: af 
ter that he had complained muche of the crueltie 
that was vled toward his menne here in Cnglive 
he beganne to commen ſecretlp ok other matters, 
and elpectallp ok the amitie betwene kyng Heure 
and hynvthe whiche to bee Foz euer ſtabliſhed and 
confirmed, he delired ß hinges doughter Marga⸗ 


retin maklage. Ok the whiche thyng albeit the ote 


hop was glad in his heart, pet he would make no 


perfect aunlwere oz chewekoꝛth any {ure hope of B 
lame, but ſated that when he came home, he would 
dode the beſt in the matter that late in hym. Wher 


fore the kyng ſhoꝛtly after dimiſled hym, and dell⸗ 


ted hym erneſt y to bꝛeake p lame matter to kunt 


Bery. And whe he was come home, ſo he did. and 


pꝛoffer pleated p kyng verie well, becaule hewas a 


manne whlche was alwaies moze delited w peace 
Egqutetnes, then w the troubleſomneſſe of battaill. 


Aud now did appꝛoch p death of Berkin War⸗ 


beck, and ok Edwarde erle of Warwicke which 


had lo long lyen all readie in the tower. But Per⸗ 


ke thought that he would laue hymlelk, and ther⸗ 
fore on a tome he tooke his leggues and ranne a⸗ 


wales but fo ſone as the kyng bare tell therok, he 


made menne akter hym with all the (pene p mighe 
bee, W whole clamdurs and ſhautes Pertzyn wis. 
fofcaced, h of neceffitte he was compelled to go to 
an abbate which was called Bethels, ther intre⸗ 
ficted p abbot of the place to Defire the kyng ok his 
“pardon that he might not dye. Whiche thyng the 
F „Sl u abbot 
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abbot did for hym and obteined it. Wherkoze Per ⸗ 
ken was brought bounde e fettercd, to Weſtmin⸗ 
ſter and there ſtoode an whole daie in the light oEtk 
all menne to the great ſhame and repꝛoche of hym 
ſelk. And after (partely becaule the kyng had pꝛo⸗ 
miſed hym his like, and partely vecauſe he ſhould 
no meze renne awaie he was committed to p towꝛe. 
Where his wickednes boplpng fo hote within his 
pelt, would not luffre hym to elcape the voͤgeaũce 
a puniſhemet of God, but ſhoztly after was moſte 
iulilp d woꝛthely put to deathe as herakter ſhalbe 
ſhewed. Then it chaunled p a monke whole name 
was Patricke had a ſcholer, whome he pꝛomiled ik 
he would kolowe his counfatll, ſhould eaſely come 
to the kyngdome of Englande Whiche lcholer 
when be had ones heard his matiters inpnd, was 
verie inſtaunte in the matter and deſired his mai⸗ 
ſter, not to forget his purpole, but rather begpune | 
it as fone as was polſible.
